Editorial Notes 


Southern England was in darkness for 
six hours Saturday evening while the air 
defence forces tested their arrangements 
to frustrate enemy air raiders. No one 
seems to have suggested that only forti- 
fied places, military camps and munitions 
factories would need protection. Civiliza- 
tion has reverted to the point where no- 
body expects military operations to be re- 


Arrangements have been completed, it 
is said, by which all the children in London 
could be shipped out to country homes in 
six hours. Still we are told the “war 
scare” is worse, much worse, in Canada 
than it is in England, due mainly to sen- 
Sationalism on the part of Canadian news- 
papers. Perhaps the British authorities 
are supplying back-yard shelters and gas 
masks, digging refuge caves, and plan- 
ning evacuations just for the mental exer- 
cise, 


The famous Royal blue train has been 
demobilized, and the cars put back into 
regular service, while the engines went to 
the New York Fair prior to taking on the 
prosaic job of hauling ordinary passenger 
or freight trains. The somewhat preval- 
ent notion that the cars had been specially 
constructed for the occasion is a mistake. 
They were taken from regular service and 
“fixed up” a bit, as the Minister of Trans- 
port told parliament. The standard type 
of Canadian railway carriage is fit for a 
king. 


Mr. C. George McCullagh announces 
that the headquarters of his Leadership 
League have been closed, meaning appar- 
ently that the organization is in a state 
of dissolution. The reason given is that the 
public did not respond strongly enough, 
or in the right way, to the appeal for sup- 
port; in fact they only sent in $300 to 
meet organization expenses which ran to 
$30,000, in addition to $75,000 paid by the 
Globe and Mail for the radio broadcasts 
which started the League on its brief 
career.

Slaughter on the Highways 

Casualties upon the highways of Ontario this 
year will exceed the number of Canadians killed 
and maimed in the Battle of Vimy Ridge. 

The death toll from motor accidents in Can- 
ada will be heavier than the loss of life in the 
sinking of the Lusitania, which sent a thrill of 
horror throughout the civilized world. 

Five thousand men, wémen and children have 
been slain and 75,000 injured by motor vehicles 
in Ontario in the last seven years. 

There will be between 700 and 800 persons 
killed, 12,000 injured and $2,000,000 property 
damage done in 14,000 accidents in Ontario in 
1939. 

Yet this grim harvest will make little im- 
pression on those who are left.—Toronto Globe 
and Mail. 


Last Editions 
Before the civil war Madrid had 16 daily 
newspapers. Last week Madrid had four. 
Latest of the long list of Spanish papers sup- 
pressed by powerful Minister of the Interior 
Ramon Serrano Suner was the once-great 
A. B. C., which stayed Monarchist to the end. 
Founded by Don Torcuato Luca de Tena, 
who was made a marques for his work, A. B. C. 
was long considered Spain's No. 1 newspaper. 
During the World War A. B. C. built a great new 
printing establishment and Don Torcuato never 
bothered to deny rumors that it was paid for 
by the Central Powers. After the peaceful 
revolution of 1931 A. B. C.’s was the loudest 
voice demanding restoration of the monarchy. 
During the civil war the paper was in 
Republican hands, but the founder's son, Don 
Juan Ignacio Luca de Tena, continued to pub- 
lish a Monarchist A. B. C. in Seville. When 
Franco took Madrid, Don Juan Ignacio got his 
paper back and immediately began publishing 
it in the old way: calling for the restoration of 
Alfonso, Franco tried to get rid of Luca de Tena 
by offering him an embassy, but Don Juan 
Ignacio refused. Last month A. B. C. published 
a defiant pro-Monarchist editorial. Next thing 
its readers knew, it had encountered a “shortage 
of paper” and folded.
